As s
mutter of fact, howover, wo can seéo very
little of the strface of Venus, The fea-
tures of the planet are hidden in its own
brightness. Apparently its atmosphere is
filled with clouds, or else that atmosphers
itself reflects so much of the sunlight that
it becomes gt éffectual vell, concesling the
face of the planet beneath, The best thme
to look at Venus with a telescope Is in
broad daylight.

When best seen with a powerful tele
scope, the murfieo of Venusuppears shadod
